Report of School Board, 1903-1904. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in 
the Town Hall on Saturday evening, March 14, 1903. ‘The meet- 
ing was called to order at seven o’clock by Charles E. Smith, 
Moderator, then proceeded to transact business. Officers for the 
ensuing year were chosen and qualified. HH. Jenness Paul, Mod- 
erator; Lewis C. Hall, Clerk; Mrs. Clara E. Paul, Treasurer ; 
- Joseph F. Haley, Auditor; Frank C. Neal, member of the School 
Board for the next three years. ‘The School Board presented the 
annual report which was accepted and adopted. 

March 17 the School Board met and organized. They author- 
ized the selectmen to enumerate the children of school age in 
town, and the teachers of the previous year were re-elected. Miss 
Isophene K. Dow, teacher of the Grammar School; Miss Harriet 
E. Sanborn, Sub-Grammar; Miss Sarah A. Jones, Primary; Miss 
Lillia M. Hurd, Piscassic. 

The Spring term of each of the schools commenced March 30, 
and closed June 19; 12 weeks in length. Fall term commenced 
September 8, closed December 11; 14 weeks in length. Winter 
term commenced December 28, closed February 12; seven weeks 
in length. ‘Total for the year, 33 weeks for each school. 

Good progress is being made in grading the Village schools. In 
order to raise the standard of each grade, no promotions were 
made the last year, but advanced work was given each class pre- 
pared for it. Faithful work has been done by teachers and most 
of the pupils. If teachers and pupils in these schools can con- 
tinue the work uninterrupted through the Spring term at the end of 
the school year, most in the classes will be prepared for promotion 
to a higher grade, and several, it is hoped, will be fitted to enter a 
High School. ‘Too much praise cannot be given all the teachers in 
town for their enthusiastic, loving, patient devotion to the schools. 
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Would that more of the parents and friends visited the schools dur- 
ing term time, and saw something of the amount of work done from 
day to day that deserves grateful appreciation. No change in text 
books has been made during the year. Montgomery’s Bookkeep- 
ing has been introduced into the Grammar school. Algebra is to 
be taken as soon as the.pupils-in the highest grade are ready for it. 
Much interest has been created in the study of Language, History, 
and Geography by supplementary reading on kindred topics. 
Excellent written work has been done in each of the schools, even 
by the primary scholars. ‘The public and school libraries are being 
made very useful in the work of the pupils. A few volumes have 
recently been added to the school libraries, and a fine framed steel 
engraving, “‘ Signing the Declaration of Independence,” has been 
presented to the schools. ‘The teacher, pupils, and all interested, 
return very grateful thanks for the new slate blackboards that have 
been placed in the Grammar school room within the year, thus 
providing for a need that has long existed. 

Special days. The exercises by the schools on Memorial Day 
were of unusual interest, consisting of dialogues, readings, recita- 
tions and songs. ‘The parts were well rendered, showing faithful 
drill by teachers and thorough work by pupils. The schools gen- 
erally have appropriate exercises just preceding Fourth of July, 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, also on Lincoln’s and Washington’s 
birthdays. 

Examinations and Exhibitions. The special examinations oc- 
cur at the close of the spring term, which is the close of the school 
year, as arranged by the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. These took place in each school room. The work of the 
schools was exhibited in oral and written examinations many were 
of a high order and very creditable to the pupils. At the close ‘of 
the Fall term, the Piscassic school had very interesting Christmas 
exercises, the pupils, as usual, doing remarkably well. The Prim- 
ary school had visitors” day at the close of the Winter term. In 
reading and particularly in number work they deserve high com- 
mendation, likewise in their study and written work on Longfellow 
and Lowell. These, with recitations and songs, made a pleasing 
entertainment. The Sub-Grammar school is a company of busy 
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workers. They show enthusiasm and good proficiency in their 
studies, written work is a pleasure, and no duty is irksome. At 
the close of the Fall term they enjoyed a social hour with friends, 
having readings, singing, pop corn and candy. Impromptu exer- 
cises appropriate for Lincoln’s birthday closed the Winter term. 
December 11, the Grammar school had an exhibition of work for 
the careful inspection of visitors. Geography, History and Physi- 
ology were finely illustrated by drawings, maps and written work. 
Blackboard work in Arithmetic was excellent, as also was written 
work in Language. As the pupils were individually questioned by 
the visitors, prompt answers and ready explanations proved 
thorough instruction and faithful study.
